Across the world human rights’ violations oc- 
cur every hour of every day. In countries and 
places most people have never even heard of 
(for example, the Union of Mayanmar, a hot 
spot), innocent people are tortured and mur- 
dered — by their own governments for their 
non-violent beliefs. Amnesty International has 
waged a war against countries that practice such 
injustices. Luckily, across the world Amnesty 
also sends scouts in order to track down human 
rights’ abuse. When a violation occurs, the in- 
ternational office is notified, and massive letter 
writing campaigns begin. This year Lexington 
High’s chapter of Amnesty International joined 
other chapters in the United States and in many 
other countries in writing to the leaders of 
countries such as Brazil, the Union of Mayan- 
mar, Colombia, and Turkey. As a reward for our 
efforts, we were elated to be able to report the 
release of several political prisoners around the 
world. 

Some of our goals for the year included: free- 
ing political prisoners around the world, finan- 


cially aiding Amnesty International, bringing 
awareness about political prisoners to the com- 
munity in general, and taking advantage of the 
opportunities students have to become in- 
volved in activism. The Lexington High chapter 
participated in the ELNA student leadership 
conference and Student Activism Day. Stu- 
dents were able to meet a Bosnian high school 
student, hear a lecture on the Death Penalty, 
or learn more specifically about how the Am- 
nesty network functions. We sold T-shirts dur- 
ing the year, and began some community ed- 
ucation on the subject of human rights’ abuses. 
Two notable functions were hosted by Am- 
nesty this year. Amnesty members participated 
in the first annual Day of Silence in honor of 
prisoners of conscience who have had their 
voices stolen away by their hostile govern- 
ments. The third annual Pick-a-Person raffle was 
another feature of the club. The raffle was de- 
signed as a fund raiser and in honor of political 
prisoners around the world.

ANOTHER SEASON 


Coach Bill Tighe’s squad 
began their 1994 campaign 
with high expectations. Af- 
ter dropping their first eight 
games last year, Lexington, 
with an underclass — rich 
team, beat Belmont at 
home and upset Burlington 
on Thanksgiving day to 
close out their 1993 season.
